Dr. Goebbels Again 


Among the pronouncements made by German 
leaders during the past week have boen orations 
by Dr. Wilhelm Frick, Home Minister, Dr. 
Robert Ley, Labour Front leader, and an 
interview” by, ‘the meffable Dr. " Goebbels, 
Ainister for Propaganda. Giving the world at 
larae penetrating. glimpses into the obvious, Dr. 
[Goebbels pointed out that the Reich was not yet 
ready (o make concessions regarding Austria, 
[Cecchoslovakia and Poland, or to accept shame- 
{ful and futile conditions of'a peace which would 
eave in existence all European. problems. He 
lannounced the intention of the Reich to create 
a new order in Europe. Really the manner in 
which various aggressor nations copy each 
other's slogans indicates the paucity of thelr 
Imaginations. Dr. Goebbels also announced that 
{the colonial problem whieh, before the war, was 
not an immediate one, ' was now included 
‘amongst the war aims of the Reich. Dr. Ley on 
the other hand particularly emphasized "the 
German desire to annihilate Great Britain, and 
the deduction to be drawn is all too obvious, 
namely, that Herr Hier and his gang com- 
meneed this war in the hope of securing a 
vielory which would enable them to carve up 
{the colonial empires of Great Britain and France. 
1Cin the past Herr Hitler's pronouncements of 
[German war aims have been vague and shadowy, 
his henchmen have left no doubt in the mind of 
the world as to what are exactly the intentions 
fof the Nazi government. ‘Fortunately slips do 
oeettt belween the cup and the lip and the mere 
Jenuneiation of German hopes and intentions is 
‘sill a long way from their accomplishment. So 
jong ‘a8 this spirit animates the German leaders 
it is apparent that Mr. Sumner Welles's visit 
to Germany is not likely to prove a success, and 
‘will probably not even be welcomed In Berlin. 
Ds. Goobbels reference to the question of 
neutrality is interesting, and typical, "It is of 
‘no tise,” he remarked, "to invoke democracy and 
freedom of the Press either, for a State wishing 
to enjoy the benedts of neutrality must mect 
certain obligations.” Obviously the first such in 

‘view ig to refrain from eritieising Nat 
‘methods and policies, and in the sentence quoted 
is to be seen the ofd familiar stick which the 
Reich continues to hold over the heads of its 
smaller and less powerful neighbours. Tt is 
Fortunate for Europe that the Allies do not in~ 
{tend to be cowed either by the specches of the 
[German leaders or the military might of their 
country, ‘No matter what the determination of 
Herr Hitler and his satellites may be the Allies 
fare equally determined that they shall not be 
permitted to. continue Pease their sway 
over their weaker neighbours. Great Britain 
[ghd France are fully committed to seeing that 
Germany shall receive the utmost justice in any: 
peace settlement which may be reached, but

Currency in Canton 
In Confusion 


Canton, Feb, 4. 

After causing much hardship ‘to 
the populace and anxiety to the 
authorities, and despite official warn- 
ings, the currency situation in Can- 
ton ‘shows but little improvement, 

It may be called that at one time 
Kwangtung provincial notes were not 
‘accepted on the market, and national 
‘currency was taken at'a heavy dis- 
‘count, whilst nelther of these curr 
‘eles would be accepted by money 
changers for military yen. 

200 Chinese Arrested 

According toa statement. issued 
by Licutenant-General K. Hayashi, 
the Japanese Gendarmerie arrested 
‘about 200 people who were suspected 
of Megitimate speculation in Canton’'s 
various monetary units, but were re- 
Tensed after examination and were 
warned of the consequences of any 
further manipulation in the exchange. 

“The authorities went to the extent 
of inviting all representatives of city 
money changers to the Headquarters 
‘of the Gendarmeric, asking them for 
thelr co-operation in order to bring 
‘about normal circulation of currency,” 
‘added the statement, 

‘Many Violations 

It was revealed that despite the 
warning, there were still many who 
did not abide by the _ regulations 
governing “authorized” rates of ex- 
change. “To curb such illegality, the 
‘authorities made wholesale arrests of 
all suspects who had rofused to 
cept Chinese currencies at the 
authorized rates, and after cross 
‘examination, it was found that many 
‘of them had reaped unjustified profits 
by spreading certain rumours. 

‘Atter warning all money changers 
that refusal to accept the different 
currencies at the authorized rates, or 
discrimination against any one of 
them would result in their arrest ond 
[severe punishment, the statement 
Urged all citizens to report to. the 
nearest Gendarmerie station, without 
hesitation, any discrimination shown 
against any of the currencies in cir- 
‘culation in Canton —Reuter.

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FINNISH SUCCESS 
Feb. 7. 

No more heartening reading could have 
come to hand regarding the campaign in 
Finland than the report of the big Finnish 
vietory, an account of which appears else- 
where,” It was reported some days ago that 
the Finns had succeeded in isolating, and 
surrounding a large body of Russian troops, 
‘and it now transpires that not only did they 
do. so, but that they managed to cut off all 
ussistince from the beleaguered forces, and 
to deprive them of all supplies. ‘The result 
is that, after suffering untold hardships for 
reveral days, reduced to eating their horses, 
and subjected to the terrific cold which has 
been a feature of this winter in northern 
Europe, the Russian 18th Division has been 
wiped ‘out, and between 15,000 and 20,000 
men either killed, or captured, or died of 
cold and hunger. With their tragic numerical 
inferiority the Finns have displayed fighting 
qualities ‘which have amazed the world, as 
have also the strategical and tactical abili- 
ties of the Finnish high command. It is in- 
teresting to note in this connection the con- 
tention of Finnish military experts that they 
are not favoured by winter conditions, for in 
normal conditions the lakes, marshes, and 
isthmuses of Finland form an impregnable 
barrier, but that with cold temperatures 
solidifying the marches, ond the Jakes, the 
path of the aggressor has been smoothed to 
a considerable extent. ‘The conclusion to 











be drawn from this is that if the Finns can 
hhold out until the advent of spring they 
should be in a better position to continue 
resistance to the Russian onslaught than they 
‘are even now. From that it is to be deduced 
that the former conclusion that Finland 
must inevitably go down under the over~ 
‘whelming numbers that Russia can throw 
into the fleld may be wrong, and that in the 
‘warmer months Finnish potentialities will be 
greater even than they are now. Neverthe- 
Jess, as it has been pointed out miracles 
cannot be expected and it is the imperative 
duty of sympathizers with Finland to see 
‘that the necessary assistance in war material, 
and even men, where that Is possible, shall 
bbe placed at the disposal of the Finns, and 
‘that quickly. 

‘An examination of any fairly detailed map 
of that part of Finland, where the fighting 
is severest, will show’ that the Karelian 
Peninsula i dotted with thousands of lakes, 
large and small, while it is a fact that the 
Jand in between is heavily wooded, adding 
‘much to the natural obstacles which the 
lakes present, and affording the smaller num- 
ber of Finns opportunities to hold off the 
Russian forces. With the Mannerheim Line 
now some thirty kilometres deep, natural 
‘and artificial defences, manned by the in- 
domitable men who are fighting in defence 
of their, but recently won independence, the 
Sovit troops have been given a nut to erack 
which up to the present has been completely 
beyond their ability. An attempt to turn 
the Line failed lamentably, and, outman- 
q@uvred and out-fought, the Russian troops 
have met with nothing but reverses since 
‘they were launched on this campaign, 
It is a fact well-worth bearing in mind that 
fon other portions of the Finnish front 
where the some natural obstacles to the 
Russian advance do not exist the Finns have 
‘been equally successful. The attempt to cut 
across the “waist” of Finland, from Soumus~ 
salmi to Uleaborg on the Gulf of Bothnia has 
‘also been defeated, while Russian advances 
further north have met with no better fate. 
It will be for history to decide the reason 
for the Russian failure up-to-date, though 
there can be very little doubt that the Finns 
hhave “shown themselves superior in all 
branches except in numbers, and that on the 
other hand the Russians are displaying all 
that they have lost in the various Army 
urges which were s0 enthusiastically carried 
out in recent years. The eliminations of 
officers with considerable experience of the 
last war, and the substitution for them of 
men schooled more in theory than practice 
is probably to a large extent the cause for 
the Soviet Army's lack of success. ‘That 
view is substantiated by the reported re- 
quest from Moscow to Berlin for assistance 
from German technical experts, which judg- 
ing from recent reports seems to have 
been granted. But there is another factor 
which has not been. shown in the cables 
‘which have come to hand. 

Newspaper correspondents with the Finnish 
armies reporting to the British journals 
during December, declared that the Soviet 
‘troops were showing no desire for fighting 
and that their morale was not good. Past 
history has shown that the Russian is good 
fighting material if properly led and the 
conclusion is irresistible that deficient leader- 
ship is largely responsible for the poor show- 
ing which is being made by the Soviet forces. 
In the air the small Finnish fore, rein- 
foreed by aeroplanes arriving from abroad, 
hhas been giving a good account of itself. At 
comparatively small expense to themselves, 
the Finns have succeeded in destroying 240 
Soviet acroplanes, and as all but sixty of 
them were sent down by Finnish aviators it 
suggests that the latter are more able than 
the ‘men sent against them, or that the 
Soviet aeroplane Jacks in quality what it 
was thought had been made up for by 
quantity. The failure of the Russian acro- 
plane against the Japanese in China sup- 
ports the view that either men or material 
are inferior, and there is the possibility 
that both are, justifying the belief that a 
considerable strengthening of the Finnish air 
farm would be one of the best methods of 
assisting the Finns in thelr desperate steug~ 
tle. ‘There is one feature about the whole 
matter which should not be lost sight of, 
and that is that the Russian menace to 
Scandinavia is probably not so serious as 
it was first believed, for if the Finns can 
offer such resistance as they are at present, 
the Swedes and the Norwegians should be 
able to do the same thing. ‘The counsel of 
perfection would be for those two countries 
to o to the ald of Finland, if only for self 
protection, for it is believed that a combina- 
tion of the three countries could not only 
defend their territories successfully against 
the Soviet but inflict such a defeat upon it 
that Moscow might be prepared to call the 
matter off. ‘That, however, is a matter 
which only Norway and Sweden ean decide 
for themselves, though it is quite plain that 
menace to themsclves will not be removed 
until the Soviet is defeated in Finland. Great 
as the Finnish successes are there is always 
‘2 reasonable doubt ato whether: this can 
bbe brought by Finland singlehanded. Help 
in men can hardly be expected from Great 
Britain and France. The lines -of com- 
munication to be maintained would be far 
too long, and the Allies have much to accupy 














them at the moment, But if such assistance 
could be given as is plainly necessary. the 
Russian threat to north-eastern Europe could 
‘be ended once and for all. 


PEACE FEELERS 
Feb. 5. 

1 has all along been expected that sooner 
for later more German pence feclers would 
be put out before present hostilities deve- 
oped into a more active war, and the re- 
ports from Stockholm of a six-point peace 
plan, alleged to have been drafted by Ficld- 
Marshal Goering, and approved by Herr 
Hitler, may very well be such a feeler. It 
is true there is a denial of sorts issued by 
Berlin, which states that a German “peace 
offer at this stage of the war is practically 
impossible,” but that does nothing to remove 
the impression that this particular report 
has been floated by German sourees for the 
Purpose of sounding out the market. It is 
not an official denial, because the report. has 
not yet become suiciently current, and it-is 
to be anticipated that when it has. been 
more widely published, and the German 
intelligence service has had an opportunity 
‘of assessing worldwide reactions, the denial 
will be forthcoming under the ‘official im- 
primatur, There is considerable difference 
between the versions of the new peace plan 
which have been made public, but of the 
two whieh are available in Shanghai neither 
could at this time be acceptable to the 
‘Allies, According to Reuter the plan pro- 
vides that no country should claim indemni- 
ties; economic problems should be solved by 
fa conference; the Sudeten region should 
belong to Germany ; Poland should cede to 
Germany all territory held by the Reich 
prior to the Versailles Treaty; a plebiscite 
Jn Austria should be held under the super~ 
vision of Austria, Great Britain, France and 
Germany, while “an Anglo-French-German 
commission should decide on the disposal of 
Czechoslovakia and Polish lands in order 
to attain a peaceful agreement. Tt all sounds 
30 very nice, but it simply will not do. The 
provision that no country should claim in- 
demnities is merely a suggestion that the 
warring Powers should agree to call this a 
drawn war at a time when no real decision 
hhas been reached, but when all perceptible 
factors strongly favour the prospect of an 
Allied success. Furthermore it is doubtful 
Whether the vietorious Allies would claim 
much in the nature of indemnities, consider 
ing their experience during the last peace, 
They might, however, lay claim to German 
mereantile ‘shipping to recompense them for 
what is being sunk now, 

‘With regard to the settlement of economic 
problems by means of a conference there 
‘will be general agreement. ‘That course has 
always been open to the Reich which pre~ 
ferred the arbitrament of the sword to the 
placid atmosphere of the council chamber. 
‘That the Sudeten region should belong to 
Germany was conceded under the Munich 
agreement, and despite the shameful manner 
in which that document was betrayed, there 
is no real argument to support any different 
solution of that particular issue. The re- 
quirement that Poland should cede to Ger- 
many all the territory held by the Reich 
before the treaty of Versailles envisages the 
resurrection of a Poland with no access 10 
the sea, and the Reich in a position to 
exercise a strangle-hold upon ‘a country 
which is capable of development in com- 
petition with German industry, and in fact 
amounts to a condition. that Germany should 
bbe allowed to retain much of the spoils in 
the securing of which she brought the Allies 
ito war against her. Nor will the sugested 
plebiscite to be held in Austria appeal to 
many. ‘There have been other plebiscites in 
Europe in connection with German ambi 
tions, and it is not to be believed that even 
under the combined supervision of the 
countries named, the same methods of under~ 
ground pressure would not be applied by 
the Reich. The sixth point will be cqually 
unattractive to the Allies. ‘The only secept- 
able solution of the questions raised there is 
for the reestablishment of thore two nations, 
and there can be no question of the disposal 
of thelr territories in any other manner. 
deed it may be said without fear of cont 
diction that a peace upon the 
gested could only be secepted if the present 
hostilities ended in a stalemate, and to ac- 
cept them now would be tantamount to an 
admission of a defeat which the Germans 
have not yet inflicted upon the Allies and 
appear extremely unlikely 10 do co, 

But there aro other aspects of the 1e- 
ported ballon d'essai which should not be 
overlooked. Apart from the fact that such 
‘a peace would leave Germany: in possession 
‘ot most of her brutally-yained spoils, there 
‘appear to be no provisions which "would 
relieve Europe of the menace which Ger~ 
many armed as she is now, and governed by 
stich men as are at present in power, un- 
doubtedly “presents. | No guarantees for 

so0d behaviour are sugested, and the 
ity of Europe being again plunged 
into war at the whim of the German ruler 
would still remain under any peace which 
contained no other provisions than those 
whieh have gained currency in Scandinavia. 
It is signifleant that no mention is made of 
Germany's colonial claims. ‘Those Herr 
Hitler was early in his career prepared 10 
abandon. ‘They seem to have been revived 
merely for the purpose of ereating another 
point upon swhich he ean cuntinue his dis 
pute with the Allies, and it is to be anti 



















































cipated that even if a peace were secured 
along the lines suggested, the omission to 
deal with the colonial question would give 


Herr Hitler an opparent cause for war 
whenever he desired to stir one up. A fully- 
armed Germany, given a breathing space 
by any such means as this suggested peace 
arrangement would constitute a permanent 
peril to the security of Europe, and it is 
unquestionably the ease that ‘unless the 
power of Germany is greatly reduced, and 
that of the Allies maintained in superiority 
‘there can never be any real prospect of 
Europe being allowed to work out its destiny 
in that peace which is so eminently desir~ 
able. ‘The second version of the alleged 
Peace terms in which it is stated the 
Reich will claim reparations and demand 
‘settlement of the colonial question, follows 
so much the lines of a German-dietated peace 
that no more need be said of it save that 
it is wholly unacceptable and is completely 
at variance with the facts of the military and 
naval positions as they stand at the present 
moment. No one wishes to delay peace a 
moment longer than necessary, but unless it 
is a peace based upon sure and ‘stable founda~ 
tions it may prove to be no better than the 
‘one which Herr Hitler's invasion of Poland 
brought to a conclusion. 





LABOUR AND GERMANY 
Feb. 10. 

‘The lengthy declaration issued by the 
British Labour Party onthe subject of the 
war contains little with which there will be 
any disagreement on the part of members of 
the Allied nations not subscribing to Labour's 
general policy. ‘The Party calls for a just 
‘peace with Germany, without humiliation oF 
revenge, condemns Russia's attack upon Fin 
Jand, condemns the Soviel~German Pact, 
urges equal opportunity in regard to 
access to raw materials in colonies for all 
peaceful peoples, independence for Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland, and a plebiscite for 
Austria, With the requirement “that the 
victorious Allies shall impose a just peace 
upon Germany without either humiliation or 
revenge there will be general _sgreement. 
While there is an_ increasing tendency “no 
longer to regard. Herr Hitler and his fellow 
‘malefactors as the sole enemy of the Allies, and 
to pin upon the German people themselves 
some degree of responsibility for what ix 
happening, it is no part of the desires of 
‘the Allied nations to seek either revenge or 
the humiliation of Germany, A just peace 
is essential if Europe some decades later is 
not to be again plunged into war, but it will 
have to be a peace in which the greatest 
clement of justice will be to ensure that 
Germany, no matter by whom she may hap- 
pen to be led, shall not again destroy small 
neighbouring nations, whose right to exist 
‘ence is every bit as ‘clear as is that of the 
German people themselves. If this is to be 
the case then there may be some difficulty 
in. meeting the Labour requirement that 
there must be a reconciliation between the 
French desire for security, and the German 
claim to equality, Rather should it be that 
the peace and security of the whole of 
Europe shall be guaranteed quite apart from 
any question of Germany's equality with 
other nations. ‘The verdict of justice must 
be that Germany as at present soverned, is 
vastly superior to the rest of Europe in 
wickedness, and utterly inferior in interna- 
tional morals, and until the former can be 
levelled down, and the latter levelled up, the 
only real concept of justice which can be 
‘approved is one which will deprive the Reich 
‘of any possibility of ayain inflicting such 
evil upon Europe. 

‘There is much to be said for the often-re~ 
peated contention that, if the French had 
been permitted to dictate the last peace, 
there would have been no war now, ‘The 
belief is that the French would have 
proached the whole qtiestion in the spirit of 
realism in which they are so rieb, and would 
not have allowed their judgment’ as to what 
was necessary for their safety to be obscured 
by all the fine phrases with which European 
statesmen were beuiled twenty-one yeart 
ago. Thus while it must be admitted that 
it is imperatively necessary that, in whatever 
peace is reached after this present war, Ger- 
many shall receive justice, it is just as im= 
portant that the Allies shall see that their 
‘own case is also adequately taken into con 
sideration, Justice by all means, but let it 
be a justice which applies to everyone, and 
not merely the tempering of the wind’ to 3 
Germany shorn in defeat, With the Labour 
desire that French security shall be con- 
solidated by a brotherly understanding be- 
tween Great Britain and France for all time 
there will be the greatest sympathy.

U.S, SURPRISE

‘The commencement of diplomatic con- 
versations of an informal character between 
the United States and neutral governments, 
together with the announcement that Mr. 
Sumner Welles, Under-Secretary of State, is 
to make a tour of Europe as the personal 
representative of President Roosevelt for the 
purpose of securing first-hand information 
regarding the European situation, is one of 
the major surprises of the war. ‘The two 
facts are not at present to be taken as form= 
ing parts of a general scheme leading to 
mediation, for itis made quite clear that 
what President Roosevelt is’ concerned with 
is the state of the world when peace is again 
established, and the widespread adjustments 
which will’ be necessary if stable conditions 
are (0 be secured calculated to make a Inst= 
ing and advantageous peace for all, In con= 
fection with the tour of Mr. Sumner Welles 
the yoneral impression is formed that both 
Mr, Roosevelt and Mr. Cordell Hull desire 
detailed, comprehensive report from a man 
approaching the matter with a fresh mind, 
rather than to have different reports from 
the various representatives in the countries 
which Mr. Welles is to visit, cach one of 
whom approaches the subject from his own 
personal point of view. ‘The considered 
Judgment of one man having made all the 
inecessary enquiries should be more valuable 
than any’ attempt at collating the opinions of 
a number of men. It may very’ well be 
that at some time in the future President 
Roosevelt, or his successor, if the war lasts 
as long as it is anticipated, will have to play 
4 very important part in endeavouring to 
solve the problems which have led up to the 
present war, and which, if they are not pro~ 
perly solved, may only'mean that they will 
Femain the causes for another possible out- 
break, It is to be hoped, that President 
Roosevelt is not contemplating another con- 
ference such as that responsible for the 
‘Treaty of Versailles. ‘The mistakes of the 
ast suggest the necessity of statesmen ap- 
proaching the problems of peace with 
minds untrammelied by the precedents of 
the past. 

‘The report that Mr, Welles is to make this 
tour has been received warmly in Great 
Britain, and will probably be regarded 
in the ‘same light by France. He will un- 
doubtedly receive all the information he 
desires, for it is obvious that if the United 
‘States Government is ultimately to make any’ 
really valuable contribution to the establish- 
ment of a permanent peace it will have to 
































war aims of the Allies are already sufficiently 
widely known, and it is because Washington 
fully understands that there can be no peace 
until those aims have been attained that it 
has been clearly made known that the pre- 
sent move does not amount to a peace drive, 
but rather an exploratory manguvre to dis- 
cover how it can be made possible. Mention 
has already been made of the fact that a 
settlement which is just to Germany, and to 
the Allies, is a prime essential. That in 
liself will’ present certain obstacles which 
will only disappear by the {otal elimination 
of the present government of the Reich and 
the substitution therefor of a Government in 
which the nations of the world can place 
their confidence. ‘There can in fact be no 
peace without it, for it would only amount 
to an armed truce until such time as Herr 
Hitler decided the opportunity ripe for an- 
other attempt to further his grandiose 
schemes. The attainment of the Allies’ 
mediate war aims, however, while a prere- 
quisite does not mean the ' removal of all 
those evils which have brought about the 
present deplorable sitiiation. ‘The enormous 
problem of making the necessary trade and 
financial adjustments without which it will 
be Impossible to secure a lasting peace is 
fone in which all the nations of the world 
will have to assist in solving, for aularchicai 
schemes and the continuance of policies of 
narrow nationalism cannot but be conducive 
of hostility and so prevent the general re- 
duction of armaments which the American 
Government apparently has in view. 

The view held in some quarters that this 
surprising action on the part of President 
Roosevelt is for the purpose of exploring 
peace possibilities before hostilities enter the 
‘olal” stage with the advent of Spring is 
interesting but without very much at the 
present to support it. The likelihood of a 
cessation of hostilities before the Spring de- 
pends entirely upon whether the Allies or 
the Reich can be induced to withdraw from 
decisions which have already been arrived 
al. ‘The former are not to be expected to 
liy down their arms until they have either 
achieved the righting of those wrongs which 
brought them into the war, or have been 
defeated. ‘The probability of either of these 
things occurring in the short space.of time 
which is left is not very great, and it is con 
sequently unlikely that President Roosevelt 
will embark on any mediation scheme at the 
present for fear that it would prove unsuc~ 
cessful. ‘The conclusion appears unavoidable 
that this war will have to continue until 
Germany is beaten. ‘That is the determina- 
tion of the Allies who realize that their very 
existence depends upon vietory. It is only by 
their success that a just peace can be secured, 
for the world has only to remember the peaces 
inflicted upon nations which Germany beat in 
the last war, and to recall what is being done 
to nations which have already fallen before 
German aggression in this struggle to realize 
the type of peace which Germany would 
dictate for Europe were she ever permitted 
to be in a position to do so. There is con- 
sequently little chance that mediation which 
did not result in the destruction of the Ger- 





























be fully apprised of the opinions held by the 
governments of all the warcing nations. The 


man menace would have any particular 
appeal to the Allied governments. At the 
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same time it is gratifying to note that the 
Uniled States has taken the initiative in in- 
vestigating what will have to be done after 
hostilities cease to repair the great damage 
which is being done to the world’s economy. 
Preparation now to meet the difficulties 
which must then arise seems to be a wise 
and statesmanlike move, It may not help 
to bring the end of the war nearer, though 
it may help to bring about wiser settlements 
than marked the efforts at Versailles two 
decades ago. 








LORD TWEEDSMUIR 
Feb. 13. 
With the’ tragic passing of Lord Tweeds- 
Governor General of Canada, barrister, 
soldier, politician, Journalist and writer, the 
British Empire loses one of its most brilliant 
sons, and another of those fine Scots who 
have assisted in the building up of the great 
Commonwealth. Indeed, 50 close to the clos- 
Ing of his life, and the service which he has 
given the Empire, it is difficult to estimate 
the great worth of the man, but it is safe 
to hazard the guess that he ‘will have been 
found to have made a contribution which will 
be all of a with his splendid record 
before he was given so high an appoint- 
ment by King George V. The first com- 
moner to be appointed to so high a post, 
‘Mr. John Buchan was elevated to the peerage, 
‘und, while that was undoubtedly done be- 
cause of the eminent post for which he was 
selected, there is little doubt that his 
achievements, prior to’ that time, would in 
themselves almost have merited 'so high a 
distinction at the hands of His Majesty. ‘The 
son of a Scottish clergyman of a Samily in 
whose veins it was alleged ink ran rather 
than blood, John Buchan after a scholastic 
career, during which he was one of Oxford's 
‘most brilliant sons in an era of academic 
achievement, for the next thirty-nine years 
after leaving the University, proved himself 
a most prolifie and versatile writer. Prior 
to graduating he had written his first 
novel “Scholar Gipsics” and from then 
onwards he is to be credited with no fewer 
than fifty-one works not all of which were 
fiction, but of which some showed a deep 
erudition and an ability for historical research 
which did the man an infinite amount of 
credit. He was a stylist in his writing 
inasmuch as he was neat and simple in ex- 
pression, writing with a rich humour, and 
at times an incisiveness which made all his 
‘work pleasurable and informative reading. 
Thus amongst his non-fiction output there 
were such works as his “History of the Great 
” in the writing of which he was con- 
iderably assisted by his firsthand know- 
ledge obtained through his own participa- 
tion in that struggle, a life of Cromwell, one 
of Montrose and “The King's Grace," a 
sympathetic study of the reign of King 
George V,- published during the Jubilee of 
1935. At'the time of his appointment as 
Governor General of Canada, no sinall 
umount of surprise was shown that the choice 












































should have fallen upon him as a commonet 
but it was readily conceded that no bett 





welcomed in Canada, particularly by the 
thousands of Scotsmen living in the Domin- 
ion, despite the fact that he was neve 
prominent in the House of Commons of 
which he had been a member, and that he 
was better known as an author than ‘an 
administrator. ‘The fact that he took little 
part in the debates in the House of Commons 
does not_mean that he was not an orator. 
Indeed, the contrary was the ease, and no 
matter how dull the occasion or the subject, 
John Buchan could be depended upon to 
give his hearers much food for thought, and 
because of the fact that he wrote his speeches, 
they were of just as fine a literary style as 
those works of his which were less ephemeral. 
‘The experience throughout his long and 
active life eminently fitted him for his 
Canadian position, his private-secretaryship 
to Lord Milner in South Africa, his’ war 
experiences, his knowledge of law, and his 
extensive experience of men, admirably 
Aitted him for the great task for which he 
was so surprisingly selected, and it can avith 
safety be said, that under his administration 
Canada has benefitted from the wealth of his 
experience and that it will indeed be difficult 
to find another of the same quality to succeed 
hhim, It has been said of him that whenever 
hhe was appointed to a new position, people 
would remark, “What a suitable appointment,’ 
and express ‘wonder that it had not been 
thought of before. “Thus John Buchan, with 
his large output of literary work, found him- 
self qualified, in a manner’ which few 
authors rarely’ are, to undertake work of the 
gravest responsibility and acquit himself in 
it with honour to himself and those who 
selected him, 

Of the soundness of his political concepts 
there must always be some difference of 
opinion, according to the school which his 

tics ‘favour, but that as a servant of 
Empire and democracy he was sound, Is 
borne testimony to, not only in his writings, 
but in his public utterances. In this respect 
the following quotation from his speech be- 
fore the Canadian Club in London, on May 
27, 1935, is by no means intapropos :—

and requires a fresh analysis. The quality of 
nation today will be tested by Ils. power 
of facing novel situations with clear eyes and 
steady nerves. The peril—and make No mis- 
take, there Js a very real peril,the peril for 
the ‘world lies in “a tight-headedness, whieh

‘The hope of the World lies in Its constru 
{ive mindy—not with the glittering and showy: 
people, for they only make confusion worse 
confounded, but with the plain, faithful foe 
Who are determined to build some kind of 
roof to shelter humanity. That is one aspect 
fof the new fortitude which the times demand 
fof a nation. A second demand is that we re- 
turn to a proper respect for the Individual 
man, We have been apt to make a fetish of 
Slate and society, We have forgotten that the 
State is not an ‘end in itself, but exists to 
give the individual a full, a’ secure aid x 
Worthy life. 

‘The courage to construct, the insistence 
that every man shall be able’ (o stand on his 
own ‘feet and be master of his soul—there 
things mean the defence of true democracy. 

Spoken all but five full years ago, these 
words have an especial significance in days 
such as these. John Buchan was one of the 
plain, faithful folk, simple, and straightfor- 
ward’ in his dealings with other men, and 
reudy when necessary to render assistance 
to those who were struggling to make their 
way in the world. Tt’ was, however, the 
plainness, the simplicity and the straight- 
forwardness of a great man. From the home 
in Scotland he has scaled great heights, hi 
in his later years fulfilled all the promise 
of the earlier, and though even at. sixty-five 
‘years it is comparatively carly to die, he has 
lived a life full of rich helpfulness and ser- 
vice which must ever mark him as an out 
standing man of his times.

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Condemned LR.A. Bombers 


The report that the Attorney-General has 
refused permission for an appeal to be made to 
the House of Lords in the ecse of Peter Barnes 
fand James Richards, members of the Trish Re- 
publiean Army, sentenced to death for a bomb 
outrage at Coventry in which innocent people 
lost their tives will be read with interest, for 
the condemned men having exhausted all’ the 
processes of law must be hanged, unless the 
Executive side of the Government intervenes 
and repriéves them, Tt was reported some time 
‘ago that representations had been made by the 
Eire Government to Whitehall. suuyesting that 
the men should not pay the full penalty for 
their time, and the opinion is held in ‘some 
‘quarters that it, would perhaps be unwise to 
exacerbate public fecling in southern Ireland 
‘by- insisting’ upon the exeeution of the capital 
sentence. How weighty that political considera 
tion might be it is dimcult at this distance ta 
ascertain, but it has to be remembered that the 
LRA. has been declared an illegal institution 
even "in Bire itself, so that the two men in- 
Yolved are just as much offenders against the 
Inw of Eire as they have been proved to be 
against the law ‘of Great Britain.

Chinese Reported Concentrating on “Economic 
Manoeuvres”; Review of Operations Issued 


Nanking, Feb, 11. 


[AVING suffered defeats “everywhere,” Chinese forees now on. 
the defensive were mainly engaged in attempting to start 
economic disorders in Japanese-controlled areas, according to a 
‘communique issued by the headquarters of the Japanese Expedi- 
tionary Forees to China, This was an outstanding characteristic 
of Chinese activities at present, the statement said. 


“Military activities of the China in- 
eldent during the one week period 
following February 2,” the eommunt- 
stated, “wero as follows: 

"Speaking of general conditions, in 
the lightning operations the Japan- 
‘ese launched all over China, the Chin- 
fese troops were defeated everywhere 
there were engagements and now 
they have adopted defensive tactics. 
‘There are indications that they are 
devoting thelr efforts to replenish~ 
‘ment of their fighting power, which 
was dissipated in the winter offen- 
sive, and to reorganization, ‘The 
‘Chinese troops, being very much con~ 
cerned .over the approaching advent 
fof the new central government, are 
secking to disturb peace and order, 
especially to disrupt tramc and com- 
‘munication facilities in Japanese-con- 
trolled are 

“At the same time they are giving 
special attention to economic disturb- 
‘ances and for this purpose have re~ 
inforced guerilla units in| Central 
China, ‘There are more than 10 
querilia detachments assigned to 
destroy traffle lines. Of course the 
‘Japanese forces are leaving nothing 
to be desired in coping with these 
Chinese machiniations. 

“Or the Japanese operations within 
the period under review, the most 
outstanding are, the mopping-up_act-

Seized Flour Sold

prise on Chinese New Year eve was 
sprung on the Chinese population this 
morning when a quantity of flour, 
selzed by the local authorities from 
hhoarders, was placed on sale at the 
‘comporatively low price of $12 per 
‘bog, 

‘The flour was stacked up on a 
vacant plot in the centre of the city 
‘and was sold under police super- 
vision. Large queues lined up and 
patiently waited for their turn to 
Durchase New Year provisions, 

‘The quantity was not nearly 
sullicient to tide the population over 
the holidays, but it at’ least-means 
that some families will not go short 

‘Otherwise, the outlook for the New 
Year festival is gloomy, with the 
prices of other foodstults also high, 
‘After the New Year, it is anticipated 
that hoarders of flour, who have been 
fone of the principal causes of the 
‘acute shortage, will sell out, bringing 
the price dows considerably for the 
time being. 

‘Steady importation of flour and its 
sale at reasonable prices, which is, 
the only real solution, seems not very 
Mikely to materialize, though the local 
authorities are now bringing con- 
siderable pressure upon hoarders. 

‘While much publicity has been 
given the importation of stocks of 
flour into Pelping, it is learned that 
these are being sent to Shansi, where 
the situation is even worse than in 
Peiping. The flour is also being used 
‘as provisions for Japanese troops, 

‘Under the circumstances, the food 
situation in North China remains very. 
acute—Reuter,

‘This coincides with 
the revival ‘of anti-British pro- 
paganda, which has been in abeyance 
for the past three months in the local 
wernacular press. 

If the boycott is renewed in Tsing 
tao it will probably not be as violent 
as elsewhere, according to foreign 
circles, who affirm that this is due 
to the fact that the Japanese Navy 
controls ‘Tsingtao and the Navy hay 
always been more moderate than the 
Amy, tho instigator of the “No 
British Goods” movement. 

‘The appointment of Admiral Yona 
‘as Japanese Premier may have caused 
some discontent in Army circles, it 
{is suggested, with the result that ‘the 
boycott, an Army matter, may be re- 
ewed ‘as an assertion of Army au- 
thority in North China, 


‘Navy's Moderating Influence 

On the whole the Japanese Navy 
thas exereised much of a moderating 
influence in Tsingtao, it is stated, 

‘The recent increase in shopping 
{facilities was mainly due, according 
to foreign circles, to the influence of 
‘the Navy, although doubtless with 
the consent of Tokyo, It is suggest- 
ed in these eireles that the Navy is 
in favour of a less aggressive policy 
towards Third Powers, partly on 
account of goodwill on the part of 
personnel, and partly for fear of re~ 
prisals against Japanese shipping. 

Japanese Naval circles, it is point 
ed ‘out, must realize that Britain's 
wartime contraband control system. 
provides her with a potent and co- 
prdinated means of retaliation against 
@iscrimination in the Far East, 
which the Japanese Navy must be 
Snalous not to see brought into play.

mhat is meant by that? ‘The four- 
year programme,” he continued,

of military goods. Can the economic 
strength of a naiion be achieved by 
military goods only? 

“The expansion of a general eco- 
nomle strength gives birth to the 
development of war industries, ‘The 
placing of emphasis only upon the 
expansion of productive power for 
military goods. is one of. the most 
serious causes for the scarcity of 
commodities in general. As for tho| 
country’s overseas trade, If the con- 
nection’ between the — yen-bloc 
countries is put out of consideration, 
there remains an excess of about 
"¥400,000,000 of imports over-exports, 

“The promotion of overseas trade 
cannot be expected unless there. is 
brought about the promotion of light 
industries, especially of fibte Indus- 
trles, As for the ‘coordinated "eco- 
nomic plan running through Japan, 
‘Manchoukuo and China, where is the 
Government placing the emphasis ? 

“We would like to be shown clearly 
the conerote plans regarding. the 
ollcles for the plentifulness of com- 
modities and thelr’ low prices.

Japanese Airliner 
Survivors Saved 


Tokyo, Feb. 0, 
Rescued after spending’ the night 
on a cold and uninhabited island 
when thelr plane crashed, nine pas- 
sengers and four members of the 
erew were en roule to Talhoku this 
afternoon, none the worse from thelr 
‘experiences. 

"The thirteen crew members and 
passengers of the ill-fated airliner, 
the Aso, which cracked up on Uotsuri 
Island ' yesterday afternoon, were 
picked up this morning by the rescue 
ship, Kelun Maru, after attempts to 
reach the island by sea and air last 
night had failed, 

Occupants of the aireraft escaped 
death but the giant Douglas airliner 
was virtually a total loss, according, 
to reports received here. ‘The erack- 
up had split the plane in half, and 
‘only one part of the body had been 
found this morning. 

Perilously high waves and a wind 
‘that threatened to reach the propor- 
tion of a monsoon kept a fleet of 
ships and an aeroplane rushed to the 
vieinity, from reaching the island 
earlier, 

Repeated Rescue Efforts 

Votsuri Island is 110 miles north- 
east of Keclung and 226 miles south- 
‘west of Naha, capital of the Loochoo 
Islands, ‘The’ island has a cireum- 
ference of eight kilometers. ‘The Aso 
was a regular’ airliner between 
Japan Proper and Formosa. 

‘Upon receipt of information of the 
forced landing. yesterday, another 
Douglas plane, filled with’ food and 
clothing, left Tathoku for the island, 
‘A large’ bonfire apparently built. by 
the survivors was sighted on the 
fsland, but the heavy plane rolled so 
‘much’ in the high wind that it was 
impossible to drop the provisions, 
Several ships rushed towards the 
Scene last night but none could find 
any trace of the wrecked plane or 
the occupants, These ships included. 
the Toyokuri Maru, the Ayaha Maru 
‘and the Soma Maru, 

‘This morning the Douglas plane 
Jett Tathoku again and this time sue- 
ceeded in dropping the provisions 
after locating the survivors, 

High waves, rain and strong winds 
also hampered rescue operations from. 

‘The Kelun Maru, however, 
eked out a safe spot on’ the south 
‘side of the Island and put out four 
oats which returned with all thir- 
teen survivors.

Merchants who should attempt to 
deceive prospective customers with 
false statements regarding thelr mer- 
chandise such, as for instance, 
efroncous statements in connection 
with the quality or Hentity of the 
goods, will be Mable to fines up to 
$1,000,

‘measures will be punished with fines 
up to $50, while” suspected goods 
may be analysed by the. French 
Concession authorities. tn the event 
of their being found in conformity

Reports on Utility Companies 


Necessity For Surcharges Explained by Growing 
Costs in Shanghai ; Currency Difficulties 


Shanghai, Feb. 13. 


EPORTS on the public utility services in the Shanghai, Inter: 
national Settlement were issued yesterday, showing how in- 
ereases in the costs of the companies concerned had necessitated 
inereases in the surcharges made to the Shanghai public during 


last year. 


‘The Council's own report, which follows, was supple- 


mented by the reports in detail of the different utility companies, 
each one of which outlined its own particular difficulties in support 


of their petitions to the Council 
and rates, 

‘The reports of the companies will 
bbe’ found in. the Municipal Annual 
Report. They show that a great ser- 
Vieo is being rendered to the Shang- 
hai publie under exceptionally trying 
conditions. ‘Transportation companies 
have been hampered by the cot 
tinued closure of the northera dis 
Irlets, and the rising prices of food- 
stufts have been a problem for all

Record of Shipbuilding Firm 


History of Shanghai Dock & Engineering Co. Shows 
Material Aid to Expansion of City Over 78 Years 





Shanghai, Feb, 12. 


ITH the liquidation on January 29 of the Shanghai Dock & 

Engineering Company, now absorbed by the Shanghai Dock- 
yards, Ltd., there passed into history an old and reputable firm 
a firm whose growth was contemporancous with the expansion 


and development of our great city of Shanghai. 


the Dock Company contributed 


Needless to say, 
‘to the rise of Shanghai to the 


status of a great modern city in no small material way as it also 
contributed to the amazing development in shipping during the 


last fifty years. 


‘The record of the Shanghai Dock & Engineering 


Company is truly a tribute. to British enterprise and industrial 


pioneering in the Far East. 


‘Although the Shanghai Dock & 
Engineering Company has been in 
existence since 1006 the history of 
the company itself dates back 73, 
years to 1862, when the firm of 
Boyd & Co, was founded. Another 
firm, §, C. Farnham & Co, founded 
in 1865, absorbed a new "company 
known ‘as the Shanghai Engineering, 
Shipbuilding and Dock — Company, 
Ltd, and in 1900 amalgamated with 
the ‘original firm of Boyd & Co. to 
‘become Known as S.C, Farnham, 
Boyd & Co, Lid., with a capital of 
‘Tis, 5,810,000, ‘The name by which 
the company has been known for the 
last,“33. years was adopted in May, 
1906, and at that time the extensive 
‘properties owned by the company 
included the Pootung Engine Works 
and Shipyard, the New Dock, the 
Old Dock, the Cosmpolitan Dock, the 
International’ Dock and Tungkadoo 
Docks, 

‘Space does not permit the enumera~ 
tion of all the accomplishments of 
the company sine it was first formed 
In 1862, but the work performed has 
ranged in seope from manufacturing’ 
metal dog licenses. for the Shanghai 
Municipal Counell to the erection of 
Holy Trinity Cathedral. ‘The num- 
Yor of ships built by the company 
runs into the hundreds while » there 
hhas been an endless procession of 
ships passing through the firm's dry- 
docks for repairs. 


‘The Two Bells 

Probably the most familiar 
anecdote concerning the Pookung. 
Shipyard to survive the passing of 
time is the story of the ‘two bolls 
Mounted in the yard was a large 276- 
pound bell while directly underneath 
it wag fixed a small, ordinary ship's 
boll. ‘The resonant ‘booming of the 
large bell was used to summon the 
workers to thelr labour on week 
days but the small one was used on 
‘Sundays so that the worshippers in 








2 nearby church would not be dis- 
turbed In their prayers. ‘The man- 
agement, devout Scots, had no objec- 
tion to the work being done on Sun- 
days but it was not allowed to in 
terfere with ‘the kirk. 

Visitors to the foundry in those 
early days were often mildly sur- 
prised at the appearance of a, joss, 
erehed high up on the wall and sur- 
rounded by candles and paper money. 

ving: went on in the foundry every 
Gay but whenever a big job was on 
hand or anything special was about 
to be easted the eandles were lighted 
and the money burned to ensure the 
od’s assistance “and the operation 
carried on with a seriousness that 
seemed ludicrous to most foreigners. 

In addition to the building of the 
steel fabrication for the Holy Trinity 
Cathedral the Shanghai Dock & 
Engineering Co. built the steolwork 
of another famous Shanghai building, 
the drill hall of the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps. This excellent example 
of steel architecture, with ‘a clear 
span of trusses of 100 feet, was com- 
ploted in 1915. ‘The company also 
built the steel framework for the 
Jewish Synagogue and. the grand 
sland of the Kiangwan Race Course. 
Other jobs which the firm did besides 
marine work were the manufacture 
of cigarette “making machines, soya 
bean grinders, egg drying machines 
and medals for the China’ Kennel 
Club competitions. 








Variety of Flags 

Perhaps no other shipbuilding firm 
In the world has launched vessels 
under the variety of flags which 
have graced the bows of the hundreds 
of ships which have slid down the 





ways of the company's docks. 
British, American, Italian, French, 
Japanese, Norwejtian and” shipping 


firms of’many other countries have 
hhad ships built in the Shanghai docks 
‘and the naval war vessels of the 


various powers who maintain, fleets 
in the Asiatics undergo periodical 
overhaul in the company's drydocks. 

‘A visit to the present offices of 
the Shanghai Dockyards Limited, 
Into whieh company the Shanghai 
Dock’ & Engineering Company. was. 
‘amalgamated last year, clearly brings 
to mind the International nature of 
the shipbuilding and overhaul  per- 
formed by the firm in the past. 
Models of ships built by the company, 
from the old time stern wheeler to 
the modern serew type steamers, are 
to be seen in profusion in the halls 
of the company’s offices while scores 
of photographs of vessels constructed 
by ‘the’ company hang on the walls. 
As a reminder that the work of the 
company has not gone unrecognized 
a framed certificate gives notice to 
all and sundry that the firm won the 
Gold Medal award in the Universal 
Exposition in the Phillipines in 1904 

Pictures of vessels which have en- 
tered the drydocks of the company 
for repair, some of them mere broken 
hhulks, and pletures of these same 
vessels after repairs have been com- 
pleted, remind one of those “before 
and afler” advertisements which bat~ 
bers, dentists and shoemakers indulge 
In, ‘One such picture portrays the 
steamer, Kinling which was. coddled 
into drydock after being almost de- 
molished by fire. The picture taken 
before the company's experts went 
to work on the vessel showed the 
ship to be nothing but a mere skele- 
ton yet when she emerged from the 
yard after repairs had been made she 
was as resplendent as the day she 
first was launched.

Varied Work 


‘The type of work performed by the 
Shanghal Dock && Engineering Com- 
pany is probably more varied than 
that performed by any other ship- 
yard in the world. ‘The fact that 
Shanghai is an international elty and 
is governed as such accounts for the 
more than usual diversity of the 
national flags flown from the eraft in 
the river. Any casual observer strol- 
ling. along the waterfront may see 
the war vessels of at least six nations, 
ranging from motor launches to 10,- 
(00-ton cruisers, and express luxury 
liners rubbing ‘shoulders with rusty 
old tramps and dilapidated "native 
eraft, Over a period of almost eighty 
years it is natural to assume that 
ost of these various types of craft 
whieh ply the busy Whangpoo must 
have made use of the docks of the 
company. 

‘The company has built several 
ships for the United States Govern- 
ment, Including three army  trans- 
ports, the Warren, Liscum and Mer- 
itt, Aifteen coast guard and revenue 
cutiers, an army collier and several 
tow-boats, The U.S. Navy's. river 
gunboats ‘Monocacy and Palos were 
assembled in Shanghai by the Dock 
Company, having been built in the 
navy yard at Mare Island, California, 
and shipped out to Shanghal in see: 
ions. ‘The Italian gunboat, Ermanno 
Carlotto, was designed ‘and con- 
structed’ by the company and was 
completed in 1921, HLG.M.Otter, 
German river steamer, was built by 
the company as was a'Japanese gun- 
boat, also designed for river patrol. 

Several ships have been constructed 
for the British Government among. 
them being the War Diadem, War 
Regalia and War Tiara, all three of 
these ships being completed in 1010,

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Mr. Wang Ching-wei 
Is He a Turncoat ? 


To the Ealtor of the 
‘“Nonmn-Ciina Dany News" 

‘SimyIn conversation with my for- 
‘eign friends 1 have noticed a mis- 
taken tendency on the part of many 
‘of them to labet Mr. Wang Ching- 
wel a some even, 
responding to Chungking propaganda, 
Ubeltously’ call him a traitor. ‘That 
this {s due mainly to misunderstand. 
ing and ignorance of the real facts 
seems evident from the fact that 
usually “a little explanation is sufl- 
lent to cause them to change their 
Ylews.. ‘There must, T feel, be many 
more foreigners labouring ‘under tho 
same mistake, but unfortunately 
without” someone to explain that 
mistake to them. It is in the hope 
‘of reaching some of these that 
‘address this letter to you. 

Mz. Wang Ching-wel hos been the 
right-hand ‘man of the Inte Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, the founder of the Chinese 
Republie and the author of the Bible 
‘of the Revolution, the ‘Three People's 
Principles. Tt_was Mr. Wang who| 
drafted “Dr. Sun's Last Will and 
‘Testament, which is recited on every 
formal oecasion in Kuomintang Chino, 
‘even in the territories under the von- 
trol of the Chungking Government. 

;. Sun consistently advocated Sino- 
Japanese friendship and co-operation 
‘as the basis of peace in the Far East 
‘and of the well-being of the people 
‘of both countries. Mr, Wang, follow- 
Ing Dr, Sun, hos always worked for 
friendly relations with Japan. That 
does not mean that he has preached 
frlendship at any cost, that he hos 
‘dvorated peace at the price of 
China's independence and "national 
Uiberty, When no other course thon 
resistance has been open, where 
Feslstance could be offered with a| 
reasonable chance of success, he has 
‘advocated resistance. ‘There’ was no! 
bitterer eritie than Mr. Wang of the 
failure to resist In Manehoukuo and 
Sehot In ‘1031 and “1992. But he! 
insisted “on the policy of direct 
Hegotiation simultaneous with the 
polley of ‘resistance. On the other 
Rand, whera resistance could only 
mean further disaster, while peace 
could be negotiated without further 
Joss, he has always advocated peace. 
‘Thus "he negotiated the Shanghar 
‘Aareement of 1932, whereby | the 
Tapanose withdrew thelr forees trom 
What area on terms far from unsatis- 
factory to China. ‘Thus during. the 
three years following that agreement 
he. maintained peace with Japan 
‘without the loss ‘of 9 single square 
Inch of territory, while China, in the 
breathing space’ thus afforded her, 
went ahead by leaps ‘and bounds. 
‘Then unfortunately came, the oss03- 
sin's bullet whieh forced him Into 
Folltement, and when he returned 
carly in 1997 It was to find the 
government, under the leadership of 
General Chiang Kal-shek, committed 
to friendship. with Moscow and 9

Tt was not Mr. Wang's polley whlch 
‘brought about hostilities in the sum- 
‘mer of 1937. General Chiang himself 
Had “declared but a short while 
previously that China was in no state 
fo Mgnt Japan, and Mr. Wang could 
‘hot discern any wisdom of plunging 
‘China into a hopeless confict from 
which only loss and disaster could 
Fesult, "Nevertheless, once wai 
Became inevitable he did all he could 
to. make. resistance as effective as 
possible, while leaving the door open 
fo. negotiation, believing that the 
stouter’ the resistance the greater'the 
respect inspired in Japanese hearts 
for China, and the sooner the realiza~ 
tion of an honourable. peace. would 
be” made possible. In December, 
1097, his attitude was "justified by 
the receipt of the “Trautman pro- 
potals, ‘These proposal 
By" all members of the Supreme 
National “Defenee Council, to. form 
a basis on Which negotiation 
ould bo started. General Chiang 
hhimsole agreed. Yet it was General 
Chiang who, "submitting to Com. 
‘munist, pressure, eventually tured 
them down, A full account of what 
happened has been made: public by 
‘Mr. Wang, an account whieh no res- 
onsible Chungking leader, no one 
‘who has participated in the’ delibera: 
tons, has ever attempted to refute. 

‘Convineed that pence by negotia. 
tion. was possible, believing, and be- 
Heving rightly, as subsequent events 
have shown, ‘that further warfare 
meant only further losses and disaster 
for China, appalled by the misery and 
suffering of millions of his fellow- 
countrymen in the war zones, misery. 
which grew daily greater as war and 
‘the misapplied scorched-earth policy 
took thelr toll—and In accordance 
with the decisions taken by the 
‘Supreme National Defence Council 
In December, 1099, and by the Emer- 
gency Coneress of the Kuomintang 
in April 1938—Mr. Wang from that 
time ‘on consistentiy strove to. bring 
General Chiang to the way of peace, 
‘but without success. "He made a last 
attempt In December, 1938, when he 
{trled to prevent the election of the 
Konoye Declaration. “When that at- 
tempt failed he felt that the only 





















































course left him was to scck peace 
outside the Chungking Government. 

‘This: decision meant considerable 
personal sacrifice to Mr. Wang, and | 
exposed him to grave bodily danger. 
‘Almost immediately a murderous at- 
tempt on his life was made at Hanoi 
by gunmen in the pay of Chungking. 
Mr. Wang eseaped, but Dr. Tseng 
Chung-ming, his chief-secretary ond 
fone of his’ closest associates, was 
killed and others seriously wounded. 
‘Yet there are still some who believe 
that Mr, Wang. wos actuated by self- 
seeking motives. His sineerity, how- 
fever, has never becn questioned by 
competent observers. As Mr. Wood- 
head says, "He could long ago have 
retired with a fabulous fortune, ap- 
proaching those attributed to certain 
members of the Chungking regime, 
hhad money been his object." 

‘Oulside the Government Mr. Wang 
hhas striven to bring about that peace 
by negotiation ‘which he advocated 
‘within It, Tt is true that he fs, there-. 
{fore, pursuing a policy opposed to that 
of General Chiang, but It is important 
to realize that Mr. Wang's policy has 
‘been sanctioned by the Supreme Na- 
tlonal Defence Council in December, 
1937, and subsequently by the Emer- 
‘gency Congress of the Kuomintang in 
‘April, 1998. Tt may be that some sec- 
tions of the Chinese publie disapprove 
his netions, but that does not make 
hhim a turngoat nor a traitor, for their 
disapproval is efther the result of 
ignorance fostered by the Clfungking 
propaganda oF because of thelr vested 
Interests In the war, which peace 
‘would put an end to. The common 
masses. the legitimate businessmen. 
the hundreds of millions ot deserted 
people are all in favour of peace— | 
is the subsidized press, the war con~ 
tractors, the soclety “and charity ; 
‘workers brought Into social pro 
minence and afluence by the war, 
fand those who wish to see China per= 
manently crippled, who are in favour 
of continuing the’ fruitless and  in- 
effective resistance.

Merely, according to his| 
accusers, to become the head of a 
Chinese’ regime which, if this were 
true, could never hope to evmmand 
the ‘support of the Chinese people. 
Does this sound reasonable? it is 
suggested that Mr. Wang, the doyen 
‘of the Chinese revolutionary mov 
‘ment, the staunchest exponent of Chi- 
‘nese nationalism, whose independence 
of character Is famous, is now willing!

It Is understandable that to Third 
Party nationals his policy of Sino-

fection, however, shouid show them| 
that in'reality it does nothing of the 
sort. Apart from, the fact that they 
hhave the definite assurance of both 
Mr. Wang and the Japanese Govern 
mont that their legitimate rights and 
Interests will be respected they 
should remember that both China and 
Japan may need the Ananciat assist

Independence for the Polish and 
czechoslovake peoples, a plebiseite for 
the Austrians’ to decide their future 
status, and the creation of a virtual 
new Teague of nations with power to 
enforce peaceful behaviour among, its 
members and to secure an all-round 
Feduction in armaments—these are 
‘among the peace aims contained in 
a lengthy declaration of policy issued 
by the Executive of the British La- 
bour Party today. 

‘The Party also urges a just peace 
towards Germany without humiliation 
‘oF revenge; condemns Russia's un- 
Provoked attack on. Finland “in 
Shameless imitation of Nazi technique 
‘and foreign policy"; condemns the 
Soviet-German pact’ signed on the 
‘eve of the war; urges equal opport- 
unity in regard to access to raw 
‘materials markets in Colonies for all 
‘peaceful peoples. 

‘Whatever else may be contained 
im a future peace treaty, the Labour 
‘declaration ‘states, “this assuredly 
will not be the last war in Europe 
unless, when the war ends, we suc 
ceed in reconciling the French claim 
to security with the German claim 
to equality. 

If Britain is either inattentive or 
‘mnpatient towards either of these! 
claims, she will have already incur- 
Fed a share of responsibility for the 
ext war.” 








Solution to French Claims 

‘The French people, the Labour 
Party declares, must be assured 
Jagainst menace,” and the Germans be 
‘given acceptable peaceful outlets for 
thelr. energy and ambition. 

‘British Labour suggests that the 
answer to French claims to security 
es in the British and French peo- 
ples “not being merely Allies for, a 
Season but brothers for all. tim 

‘While declaring continued opposi- 
tion to Mr. Neville Chamberlain's 
Government, the Labour Party calls 
fon the British people to contribute 
thelr ulmost to the effort to over- 
throw the Hitler system in Germany. 
‘Though Toathing war, the Party re- 
gards it as the lesser evil than the 
Gestruction of Parliamentary demo- 
feraey and. civil. freedom, “which is 
the only alternative to the resistance 
Jot Nazi aggression.”

“Defeat Mitlerism, Undo Wrongs” 

“The war purpose of the Allies,” it 
states, “must be to defeat Hillerism 
fnd undo the wrongs resulting from 
Nozi aggression without ereating new 
wrongs. It must be shown beyond 
all doubt that we do not allow ag- 
sression to succeed.” 

Feeling that experience in recent 
years has shown that no trust can 
be placed in the Nazi Government's 
word, the Party is convinced that 
the Allies ought not to enter into 
peace negotiations with the German 
Government until it has performed 
certain acts of restitution, including 
the withdrawal of German forces and 
police from Polish and Czechoslo- 
vakian soil. 

‘The Austrian people, it adds, must 
tbe free truly’ to decide whether or 
rnot they wish to remain within the 
Relch. 

‘The British Government had stated 
that’ no material advantage was 
sought for Britain, and Labour de- 
‘mands that undertakings be given the 
German people that their interests 
‘would be respected equally with the 
Just interests of others.

London, Feb, 9, 
‘A series of explosions at sea shook 
towns on the east coast of England 
last night, Life-boats stood by in 
readiness, but were not uscd. 

‘All passengers and crow of the 
passenger and cargo steamer Munster 
(400 tons), which sank on Wednes- 
day in the Trish Channel after striking 
German mine, are safe, Most of 
those aboard were brought to the 
shore by a tramp steamer. It is bo 
Tioved that passengers and erew num= 
ered approximately 200. 

‘An official of the shipping company 
stated: “No one from the Munster 
was lost. One or two may have been 
injured, but everybody is safe. Four 
‘or five'members of the crew are in 
hospital.” ‘Twenty people from the 
ship were rushed to hospital when 
they landed, ‘They’ were suffering 
from minor injuries and shock. Only 
a few were detained, 

‘A member of the erew stated: “An 
‘explosion occurred yesterday morn- 
ing. ‘There was a blue flash, then 
bolling water and pleces of ‘galley 
furniture were flung everywhere, 
Another vessel _elght miles away, 
seeing our distress flares, steamed up 
fand took many on board. Although 
‘there were many women and children 
‘among the passengers, everyone be- 
haved perfectly. The’ ship sanie in 
an hour and a half.” 


Master Sticks to Post 

‘The Munster was the crack ship of 
{irish Sea crossings and was the largest 
ross channe] motor vessel in the 
world. It operated between Liver 
pool and Northern Ireland and left 
Belfast Tuesday evening. 

‘The captain had an arm broken in 
two places but remained on the 
bridge to the last, One of the crew 
stated he was thrown out of the bunk 
by the force of the explosion. When 
hhe arrived on deck, lifeboats were 
being lowered while some already 
towered were drifting away from the 
ship. The motor lifeboat went to 
tho assistance of other lifeboats and 
towed them to a collier. Later, It 
‘was learned that the Munster had 
100 passengers on board. 

A German mine exploded under a 
pier at an Bast Coast town on Wed- 
nesday. ‘The contral part of the pier 
‘was destroyed while the whole dis- 
triet was shaken and many windows 
‘were shattered. Coastquards secured 
another mine, washed up a few miles 
away. A mine was also washed up 
‘on the beach at-a south coast town 
today. 

‘The Estonian cargo vessel Anu 
(800 tons) has been sunk by a mine 
off the east coast. Soven of tho crew 
were brought | ashore last night, 
About nineteon persons are missing.

News of his death was announced to the nation immediately 
by wireless, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation abruptly stop- 
ping its comedy programme and substituting religious music.

‘As Germany's desperate effort to 
‘break the British sea blockade re~ 
volves around ruthless warfare with 
‘mines and submarines it is expedient 
that the Navy counteract this type 
‘of warfare with adequate defensive 
weapons. ‘Thus, in order to check- 
mate the Nazi’ under-sea drive, a 
horde of daring little minesweepers 
and anti-submarine boats have been 
[commissioned for the maintenance of 
continuous vigilance in the North 
Sea and the waters surrounding the 
British Isles, German submarine 
warfare can” only be successfully 
‘waged provided there are sufficient 
outlets established beyond the block- 
fade lines, It is for the prime pur- 
pose of stopping any such outlets or 
hunting down any under-sea raiders 
‘which may have eluded the blockade 
‘that the anti-submarine vessels have 
‘been designed. 

Beller Prepared 

‘The outbreak of this war found the 
British Navy much better prepared 
‘to combat the submarine and mine 
‘menace than it was at the beginning 
of the Great War in August, 1914. 
‘At that timo Britain had only twelve 
‘armed trawlers, which were used as 
fa nucleus for ‘training personnel in 
minesweeping, and there were no 
fanti-submarine boats other than an 
Inadequate number of torpedo-boats 
‘and destroyers. As a result of this 
Tack of preparedness, German sub- 
marines took a heavy toll of British 
naval vessels in the first few months 
jof the war. ‘To repair this deflelency 
Britain acquired $50 American-built 
motor launches during 1915 and set 
about constructing a further number 
fof small boats with all the speed 
which the shipyards could muster. 
By the end of the war a total of 
1.783 vessels had been constructed to 
combat the unforseen menace of 
‘mines and torpedoes. 

‘The Navy learned its Jesson in 
the World War, however, and when 
Jn subsequent years it became evid- 
Jent that the submarine was here to 
stay, the Admiralty devoted much 
time to the study of various methods 
of combatting this nuisance, New 
types of anti-submarine patrol boats 
and trawlers were designed and 
equipped with scientific instruments 
for the detection of the elusive prow- 
ler of the depths. One such device 
is the Asdic Ray, which is capable 
‘of locating any ‘submerged object, 
tiving an estimate of distance, mea- 
suring its length, and determining the 
material used in its construction. 











Mine Experimentation 
Mines have also come in for a 
great deal of experimentation. Britain 
is believed to have developed a mine 
Which does not need contact to be 
exploded, but which ‘will explode 
‘whenever a vessel comes, within a 
certain distance of st. This type of 
mine, it fs believed, was designed for 
the purpose of ridding eoastal waters 
of enemy submarines. For the dan- 
serous task of clearing the seas of 
‘enemy mines a fleet of small vessels 
hhave becn equipped with minesweep- 
ing equipment. which consists of 
‘paravanes suspended from davits over 
each counter. Shortly before the war 
broke out last year the Admiralty 
decided to add 190 additional small 
vessels to the anti-submarine and 
fanti-mine class and no doubt this 
Agure has been expanded: since the 
‘outbreak of the ‘war. Some  des- 
troyers of the British Navy have also 
been equipped with mine-rweeping 
devices. 

Probably the most efficient type of 
‘mincewceper is the 1935 Haleyon class, 
‘an improvement on the farmer sloop 
for escort vessel. A feature of this 
type-of vessel is its ability to with- 
stand mine explosions due to the fact 
that its seams are welded instead of 
rivetted. ‘The worth of welded seams 
was proven when the destroyer 
Hunter struck a submerged mine 
while on patrol in Spanish waters on 
May 13, 1597, and survived the shock. 
‘The explosion of the mine lifted th 
forward part of the vessel completely 
out of the water yet the damage was 
such that she was able to be towed to 
Gibraltar for temporary repairs, the 
Tepairs being completed at Malta a 
year later. 

‘Another type of vessel which was

Fleet of Sturdy Little Vessels Maintain Eternal 
Vigilance Against Nazi Mines and Submarines’ 


WWE ore thinks of the British Navy the picture which im- 
mediately springs to mind is a formidable battle Armada of 
mighty battle-cruisers, ponderous dreadnoughts, sleek, speedy 
cruisers and giant air craft carriers. In the face of this imposing 
array of sea power the smaller craft, humble armed trawlers, 
minesweepers and anti-submarine vessels, are relegated to relative. 
obscurity, but the truth of the matter is that these nondescript 
oats are seeing a lot more action in this war than any other

waters. These little vessels are con- 
structed with hulls of double skin 
mahogany that are divided Into ‘ive 
water-tight “compartments, ‘These 
boats normally carry a crow of be 
officer, two CPOs and nine other 
naval ratings.

‘This is a queer war. First, we had four 
years of a peace that was anything but 
peaceful; now we have a war that, s0 far, 
{sn't nearly as warllke as we expected. This 
is no accident; partly it comes about be- 
‘cause Hitler meant his latest move to be 
just a continuation of the strange and suc- 
fesstul game that he has been playing. 
‘Stage by stage he built up his power ; piece 
by piece he swallowed up his neighbours. 
Each time, like the drunkard, he swore it 
‘would be the last; each time, he set about 
preparing the next daylight robbery. This 
time, in Poland, he used forces instead. of 
merely threatening it, But. having selzed 
what he wanted, he made the old promise 
that now he would turn over a new leat 
and seitle down. Does it not seem 
astonishing that Hitler should expect us to 
ut our heads again into the lion's mouth ? 
Today we stand, with France, prepared for 
what may come. Today, owing to Poland's 
terrible martyrdom, the’ Allies have. had 
time to make ready. Germany has missed 
the aggressor’s best chance—a fying start. 


But suppose we made peace now 2-“How 
do we know that when his strength was 
renewed and our preparations were dissi~ 
pated, Hitler would not launch his Blitzkrieg 
‘out of a clear sky, and crush us before we 
could start? What guarantees have we? 
‘This is a simple question, but none of the 
political odds and ends in our own country 
‘who want us to make peace now have ever 
suggested a convincing answer. 

It is not that I overlook what this war 
may mean, I am no warmonger, I have 
spent a lifetime struggling to help make 
better life for the mass of our people—to 
achieve for them a sense of security at work 
and at home, to get them a place in the 
‘sun, to build better homes for them, better 
schools for thelr children. Do you think 
that I take lightly a horrible state of affairs 
in which much of this constructive work 
must stop, and our energies be devoted to 
nothing more inspiring than preventing our 
achievements from being bombed to frag- 
ments? Noj I can take no pleasure in the 
thought of war: I am in no danger of 
overlooking what it may mean. But I do 
not overlook certain other things either. 1 
Know that the Nazi régime is, as it always 
hhas been, a poisonous growth, a wholly evil 
thing. A leopard of this kind cannot change 
its spots: it must dominate, or die. And 
what would happen if it did dominate, and 
if the threat of military defeat, which was 
drawing very near to us last summer, be- 
‘came a realized fact? The answer is’ that 
‘4 vietorious Nazi Germany insists upon set- 
ting up, in its conquered territories, govern- 
ments of its own kidney. 

‘Think of it, you people of our cities and 
towns and villages—government by uniform 
government by the rubber truncheon, the 
gun and the concentration camp ; every news 
Paper a mere megaphone for some gutter- 
press Goebbels of our own; Parliament 
abolished, or made a mockery: political 
opinion and trade union organization sup~ 
pressed; our legal system, with its time- 
honoured safeguards for individual right, 
‘turned into one more instrument of brutality } 
every child a potential spy upon its own 
parents ; police agents listening in every club, 
in every teashop, in every household; the 
free life of the mind, and every lovely thing 
for which men have striven and struggled, 
‘rushed under the jackboot of Adolf Hitler's 
Gauleiter, 

‘This is no ghost story. Peoples as jealous 
of this freedom as we—peoples who, a few 
years ago, felt as secure in that freedom as 
We—have been struck down. This is a real 
threat. In the face of it, let us trust to 
nothing less than positive action by the Ger~ 
man régime as evidence of a change of heart, 
or, better still, action by the German people 
to smash the régime. ‘The way must be 
cleared for a free and independent Poland, 
fa free and independent Czechoslovakia, and 
‘an Austria free to choose its own destiny. 
‘We can make peace only with a Germany 
ready to play the game and co-operate for 
justice and security. A mere interrupted 
‘war is no peace, 























But now I come to another point. If we 
fare fighting only to end the Nazi threat to 
‘our future—if we have no aim but to get 
ack to pre-Nazi Europe—we are chasing @ 
will-o'-the-wisp, and we shall fall into the 
mire, ‘The roots of Nazism are not all to 
be found in the original sin of the Prussian 
‘temperament. ‘The roots of war lie deep in 
‘our present ways of living, and we have the 
chance now to dig some of them out. Up- 
heavals and landslides there will be. My 
political and economic views differ funda- 
mentally from those of the Prime Minister, 
‘but [ agree with Mr, Chamberlain when he 
said in the House of Commons that “what 
ever may be the issue of the present strug- 
le, the world will not be the same world 
that we have known before. Looking to the 
future we can see that deep changes will 
inevitably leave their mark on every field 
‘of men’s thought and action.” He was right. 








So be ready for change. And make it con- 
structive, and not destructive, change. 

‘The question is, are we ready to plan the 
kind of change that is to come, or shall we 
blindly and passively submit ‘to whatever 
cruel buffetings Fate may have in store for 
us? Are we big we see our 
‘own good clearly enough—to set the hope of 
futture peace and progress above our im~ 
mediate convenience and our private in- 
terests? Or are we perhaps fighting more 
than we realize for the exclusive right to 
some special privilege for ourselves or our 
class, oF our highly privileged nation? Have 
we, some of us, got it fixed firmly in our 
minds that we must end this war as we be- 
gan it, with the right to live in a better 
Suburb, to send our children to a better 
sehool than our neighbours, and to own more 
colonies than any mere foreigner? Let us 
try to prepare our minds for a wider, amore 
‘unselfish, war aim than that; and let us 
stick firmly to our resolve, not letting it 
die away, after the first emotional flush of 
‘war, into mere pugnacity and possessiveness. 


Another thing.s We are fighting, we be- 
lieve, for freedom. Let us.be on our guard 
against the false prophets who confuse 
freedom with the economic power of every 
ttle exploiter to do what he likes with his 
own, Remember that the sacred cause’ of 
‘child labour was once defended in the name 
of the freedom of industry; remember that 
slum landlords have been known to defend 
their ghastly privileges on the same ples 
Today, necessary measures to control 
‘economic system in the interests of the com- 
munity, and in the urgent cause of winning 
the war, are being resisted and attacked in 
the name of freedom. We need to be on our 
guard, evening and morning, against this 
prostitution of a fine word. ‘The freedom 
of private business is often another name for 
‘economic anarchy, which has always led to 
war—and always ‘will. 

It we really mean to build a clean, ordered, 
secure world after this war, we must be 
ready for sacrifice as individuals, as classes, 
as a nation. Not that going without, or 
levelling down, is a good thing in itself ; but 
readiness to put private interest and special 
privilege on one side is the necessary pre- 
liminary to effective thought and action. With 
this word of caution, to myself as well as 
to others, I suggest some principles to govern 
the new order. While we must be ready te 
‘surrender a measure of national sovereignty, 
Wwe must maintain the cultural freedom of 
nations and a proper measure of independ- 
ence in their political life. Secondly, among 
our aims we must cling to an ideal of gov- 
‘ernment, whatever its actual form, as some- 
thing which exists to serve people and not 
to dominate them, And we must remember 
that this is no mere internal question, since 
the governments that dominate at home are 
often the peace-breakers abroad. 


Next, the nations must come together and 
tackle ‘international economic problems, in- 
cluding the problem of colonial possessions 
fn international lines, even if. this means 
the limitation of national sovereignty. ‘Then, 
we must organize the industey, trade, com: 
merce and raw materials of the world, with 
the idea not of bolstering up the special 
privileges of any class or group, but of 
achieving a higher standard of life for all. 
Next, we must insist upon achleving interna- 
tlonal "control of arms manufacture and 
armed forces, once again giving up some. of 
the old ideas of national sovereignty in order 
to bring that about. Lastly, the nations— 
victims, vanquished, and neutrals alike— 
must agree that none will seek to be judge 
in its own cause ; that each will submit ite 
grievances and its quarrels to impartial judge- 
ment, and will abide by the outcome. 
Beyond these principles, into the realm of 
detailed peace programmes, it is not yet time 
to go. And ‘even these. politcal principles, 
T cannot help feeling, are less important at 
this moment than a" clear re-statement of 
the fundamental rights of man, to vindicate 
fnd realize which is our true and final war 
aim, “Let us proclaim that this at bottom is @ 
conflict between profound respect for the 
individuality of the common man, his free- 
dom of mind and conscience, and a pagan 
‘materialism which subordinates man to the 
toulless purpoves of machine-made States. 


Not all the friends of our cause are in our 
own country—not all its enemies are the 
other ‘side of the Rhine. Let us—let our 
Government—rally the forces of treedom 
everywhere, by blazoning upon our banners 
that we fight for the Rights of Man—that 
man shall be secured the right to life, to 
liberty, and to the pursuit of happiness; that 
he shail not be falsely imprisoned in jail 
and concentration camps ; that justice shall 
not be denied him or delayed ; that he shall 
not be enslaved, nor exploited, black skin 
and yellow skin any more than white, for 
the profit of any of his fellows that he shall 
be free, always and everywhere, to think, to 
speak, and to worship, as he will, 
Let us declare that’ the peace ‘we strive 
for is one that will realize these rights over 














Let 
us make this peace, when we have earned

She did not move far when T disturbed 
her and I got the impression that she was 100 
Jcold and hungry to be very active... all of| 
which makes me wonder how birds feed here 
when everything is frozen stiff with twelve to 
fourteen degrees of frost each morning: birds 
lof, prey have the smaller birds to feed on, but 
it is a mystery to me how such birds as Magpies 
find their food . .. except for their chaneo of 
digging up grubs from the soil when the sun 
softens the hard surface, At sea” the 
[Cormorants and Mergansers can still find 
fish, while rds, Seaup and similar 
Jsmait “Ash-ducks” stay in the shallow waters! 
near the rocks and dive for the marine molluses 
Jof which there must be plenty: if they can, for 
jexample, feed as handsomely. on oysters ‘and 
Prawns as T do, they are not doing badly. But 
jwhat of the smaller birds on land? The’ 
[Thrushes, I know, resort to the few berried 
trees such as the Candleberry and the Barberry, 
[but still fail to see how the smallest and 
weakest of our birds keep body and soul 
together : I know at least one mob of sparrows 
Jwho find a scanty living in a yard’ where 
(foreign-owned) corn-fed ponies are kept; but 
fas the native ponies, mules and donkeys are 
fed mainly on chopped straw and the tough 
vines of sweet potatoes, our sparrows must suffer 
from the same food-shortage which their London 
cousins did when the coming of the motor-car 
[abolished horse traffic. Yet bird-life carries on 
jsomehow, and if the Hawks which hover over 
my garden complain that the sparrows are re~ 
markably thin, they are probably no worse off 
than many house wives who are convinced that 
the market chickens have adopted a Hollywood 
aiet.

Strong Kings 

Thanks to its geographical position, 
England nover lost its insularity, even 
though repeatedly receiving, settlers 
from. the mainland; but no. invasion, 
no settlement so permeated Britain as 
dia the second, and spiritual, Roman 
conquest. The Roman Church was a 
Yast super-national organization, m= 
posing Its discipline and its law ‘with 
typleal Roman thoroughness, yet “the 
fact that John Bull had enlisied him= 
self as an obedient child of Rome, 
did not in the least prevent him 
Aeciding exactly how much or how 
little of Rome he was going to take 
into his system." ‘Hence, one king! 
after another, including even Canute, 
strove to quieten their subjects with 
the promise that they would respect 
the ‘law of the land, William the 
Conqueror quickly established him- 
self by showing himself to be strong, 
whether against his own barons or 
‘against. what he considered undue 
influence on the part of the Church; 
provided their king was strong, the 
medioval English would tolerate 
much. But there were limits, as is 
shown by the fact that no king could 
or did prosper unless he had the 
citizens of London on his side, and 
they would never support suppression 
of personal, long-ostablished rights, 
Liberty in ‘name, if not always in 
fact, had always to be respected—as 
was so definitely laid down in the’ 
‘Magna Charta and in Common Law, 
which started from the Man upwards 
as contrasted with Roman Law which 
started from the State and went 
downwards. 

True, during the long and fruitless 
wars with France, Common Low 
appeared to be fading away, but It 
regained strengh under the ‘Tudors, 
who provided the country just 
what ‘it wanted, a strong popular 
monarchy; yet one which always had 
before its eyes, "lt is not donc”; 
salutary reminder to fear the 
honour Parliament and, 
sible, to keep the peace.
